torn and bleeding with the loss ' many of 
our bravest and wisest, wich every representa- 
tive of value that had been established among 
us swept from existence, without any manu- 
facturing jnterests, we were forced to turn 
our southern soil, and to that alone, as the 
source from whence the material must be ob- 
tained with which to rebui our shattered 
fortunes. Nobly has that soil responded, and 
although at first our progress was slow and 
uncertain—though dark was the night and 
lowering the clouds by which we were sur- 
rounded—without the light of even one feeble 
star to guide our faltering footsteps, yet at 
last, thank God, the night passing away, 
and through a rift in the clouds that are fast 
dispersing and disappearing the glorious sun 
light of a new and perfect day, is gilding with 
its golden beams the hill tops and valleys of 
our native land once more. i 

For us, old customs, old methods, old sys 
tems have become but as memories, sugye 
ing to us in their connection with a past that 
can never be reproduced, associations that are 
both pleasant and mournfulto thesoul. The 
old south with peculiar instifucions, its 
marked individualities is gone foreyer. New 
methods, new habits, new systems are daily 
asserting and establishing themselves amenv 
us, and it is to a comparison of the old and 
the new that linvite your attention to-day. 
for itis only from the record of our mistakes 
in the past that wisdom can ever be derived to 
lead us to success in the future. Great as ure 
the changes that have occurred with us in 
every department—in none have they been so 
marked and complet 2 aS in our entire system 
of agriculture, and in no department was the 
necessity for a change more pressing—nay 
more vitally essential. a 

An examination into the methods and cus- 
toms almost universally in vogue among the 
farmers of ante-bellum days show, that these 
were deserving of the name of system upon 
one score only, and that was systematic de- 
struction, everything to tear down—nothing 
looking towards building up. With out fore- 
fathers the history of agriculture was the re- 
yetition of an oft told tale—the plow ever fol- 
Owing fast upon the ux. Their system of 
agriculture looked only to immediate returus, 
not to ultimate results. 

When this country with its untold re- 
sources was delivered into their hands a price- 
less heritage indeed was theirs. How have 
they accounted for the trust? After retain. 
ing its possession and use uninterruptedly fi 
nearly a century, in what condition have 
they transferred it to. us, their descendants? 
‘Is it improved, beautitied—with its hill-sides 
laughing with fatness and its valleys teeming 
with accumulated fertility? Ask of the inte}- 
ligent traveter who has just completed 
journey through the cotton belt of the sout 
and what think you will be his answer? He 
will tell you of a land from the face of which 
the magnificent forests of oak. ash, hickory 
and pine. that once adorned the hills and 
beautified the valleys, have disappeared, leayv 
ing in their stead a ragged growth of old field 
pine, interspersed with patches of brow: 
sedye and briars, and seamed and scarred with 
gullies of every conceivable shape and size, 

He will tell you that the brooks andstream- 
lets, once perennial, now apon the recurrence 
of every summer dry up and disappear, leay- 
ing the beds over which they were want to 
sing and sparkle, as deposits for mud and 
organic matter, rotting and festering under 
the rays of our semi-tropical sun—fruitful 
sources of miasm and disease. He will tell 
you that our rivers, once teeming with the 
finest fish, their waters pure and clear as those 
of the fountains from which they took therr 
source, now roil on, dark, muddy repulsive— 
their waters laden with the elements of fer- 
tility, that every rain bears into their bosoms 
from our denuded and already exhausted 
soil, making of them fit abodes only for the 
scavenvers of the sea, the mud cat and the 
gar. He will tell you that our country looks 
prematurely old and that there must be some- 
thing radically wrong, in a system of agricul- 
ture thut has already wrought such disastrous 
results, in a section peculiarly favored with 
advantages of soil and climate, and that 
promises to develop under more favorable au- 
Spices into the garden spot of the world. Do 
we not realize fully the force and etfect of 
these statements? Under the old system be- 
fore the war was not the truth brought home 
to us by the yearly hegira tothe fresh and 
untried regions of the west, that annually de- 
prived us of many of our most yaluable and 
enterprising citizens, who, perceiving that 
their lands were failing, and the fresh or for 
est land in the older states having all been 
pre-empted and cleared, sold out and sought 
tresh fields and pastures new, rather than at 
tempt to build up and restore their paternal! 
acres. 

But there is a limit to even this. The west- 
ern lands then a terra incognita are now in 
their turn settled and in cultivation, and are 
in many sections, notably in Mississippi, as 
learn from reliable authority, even with their 
wonderful natural fertility beginning to give 
warning by decreasing productiveness, that 
they cannot always stand thedrain of our uao- 
natural system. In every sectionof the south, 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, the far- 
mers are awakening to the fact that the 
tem of our forefatbers was ruinous to them- 
selves and the prospects of their children. 
While they recognize and indorse the princi- 
ple sograndly illustrated by thousands of 
their brethren during the dark days from ‘60 
to '65, that it is rsght to die that our country 
may live; yet they have followed a policy at 
home that is slowly but surely draining from 
that country its heart-bloed drop by drop;

of this day and generation; a field in which 
they at once and at the same time may 
achieve their own ease and indepen‘tence and 
compel the assurance that the future of their 
country has opened out & Vista that 
grows broaderand more beautitul as it reaches 
further and still further onward into 
realms of the great unknown. 

Let us consider these propositions and the 
prvot given to establish their truth, for if true 
all must admit their vital importance 

[ne first is that our southern lands are be 
coming poorer under existing or extensive 
system. This noone willdeny. The second 
is that the intensive system is able at once to 
meet and remove this evil—to stop at 
the wear and tear and consequent exhaustion, 
and more than this, to rebuiliand res 
our worn and wasted lands so that they may 
once more feast our eves with fields o! golden 
grain, aud gladden our hearts with iNaries 
that groan under the accumulated burden. 

W tence then, proceeds this wear and tear 
that causes the exhaustion’? [ts source is 
clearly not natural but artificial, for nature 
never tears down, she always builds up, and 
in recognition of act the farmer turns 
his land out to rest as he calls it, in order that 
to re- 
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nature may be allowed an opportunity 
vive its falling pow ers. 

The trouble comes, first, from a cont?nual 
withdrawal trom the soil of mineral or ele- | 
mentary matter by successive crops without 
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j}any return until the natural supply,which in 


the case of mineral matter nature is powerless 
to reproduce, is exhausted, or so reduced as | 
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| began by planting oats, fo 
corn and peas; first filling the gullies with 
pine tops, and plowing over them. I fertilized 
each crop With a manure suited to its require- 
and kept the land continuously in 
ultivation, raising every year on it three 
crops, as above stated, and to-day its produc- 
tiveness is increased four fold and the surface: 
is smooth and unbroken, without any sign of 
agully apparent. From these illustrations, 
drawn from mny own experience, you can see 
that the intensive system is able to remove 
the sources from which spring the great evils 
that so sorely aiilictour agricultural interests. 
lheonly other question left for consideration, 
andone with which I am frequently confront- 
ed,is: ‘“‘Granted that itcan do all t ils, Goesit 
pay?’ “Is it not too expensive for general 
adoption?” “Is it within the means of the 
average southern farmer?’ ‘To answer these 
queries I will draw again upon my own ex- 
perience and give you the figures covering my 

‘years’ experiment on sixty acres of land. 

Five years ago I selected sixty acres of the 
poorest land in middle Georgia, five aeres be- 
ing red clay, twenty-five sandy surface with 
clay subsoii near the surface, and about one- 
haif or thirty being sandy piney woods lard 
without any clay within several feet of the 
suriace. I cultivated this carefully the first 
year without manure, and made on it eight 
bales of cotton. The second year I applied 
500 pounds of compost per acre, consisting of 
six bushels cotton seed, six bushels stable and 
lot manure, and one hundred and _ forty 
pounds cbhemical,costing two dollars per acre, 
making the cost of manure used on the sixty 
acres $199, The crop was twelve bales cotton, 
averaging 470 pounds and bringing $47 per 
bale—giving four bales of cotton in- 
crease, or in money $155, and 
leaving a profit on ics use, after 
piving for the manure, of $68, or abouc 60

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Athens Shoots a Fugitive—Colored 
Indignation.

ATHENS, GA., July i4.—This morning a negro, 
ing his name as Henry Jackson, from Madison coun 
ty, offered forsale in the streets a fine ox ata price 
so low as to cause a suspicion among the police. 
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He was arrested, and on b-ing taken to the cala- 
boose, jerked loose from the Officer and ran, Closely 
pursued by him and others. After eluding them 
for some time, he ran down in the rear of Dr. Lyn- 
don’s piace, where he was overtaken by sf hief of 

olice Oliver, who had secured a horse. J he né- 
gro defied Chief Oliver to arrest him, telliug him 
that he would kill him if he attempted to do so, but 
he, being a fearless officer, and in the discharge of 
his duty, approached him, when the negro hurled 
two rocks at nis head, barely missing him. Chief 
Oliver, seeing his life in danger, shot at the negro 
twice, when he immediately turn: d and rau 
going about one hundred yards, when he sunk to 
the ground.

Born, reared and educated on the soil of Georgia, 
he entered public life in 1836 as a member of the 
legislature, and from that time to the end of his 
life, a period of nearly halfa century, he was almost 
without interruption in the service of the state and 
coumtry. 

Whetherasa member of the legislature, a mem- 
ber of the covgress of the United States. or of the 
coufederate states, a member of numerous conven- 
ions, or in the exacted position of vice-president of 
the southern confederacy, he displayed abilities 
which placed himin the front rank ef statesmen 
and:made him the acknowledged peer of any of 
that splendid galaxy of great southern statesmen 
whose towering intellects and matchless powers 
controlled the political afiairs of the union in the 
goiden time before the war. 

The distinguished characteristics of Mr, Stephens 
asastatesman were his love of liberty ard his 
hatred of oppression. While he had the most ten- 
der compassion for the infirmaties of our common 
humanity he loved justice ardently and hated in- 
iquity, oppressirn and wrony, and denounced the 
oppressor with hovest indignation. Mr. Stephens 
possessed more versasility of talent than any other 
statesman of ourday. Few men achieve successin 
more than one line of intellectual eee but he 
was an exception to the general rule. He was not 
ouly agreat lawyer, orator and statesman, but he 
reached avery high eminence asa writer and his- 
torian. His mind was wonderfully equipped tor 
mental work. 

The integrity of Mr. Stephens was incorruptible 
and unapproachable. Passing during his long pub 
lic career through many periods of corruption in 
high places his record is without stain. 

It has been said of William Pitt, the vounger, one 
of the great commoners of England, that the best 
eulogy that could be pronounced upon him was 
that he lived and died a poor man,’’ 
We are proud to say as much of our great com- 
moner. Like Pitt, too, Mr Stephens never married. 
His country was Wife and children to him, and 
with oriental devotion he worshipped at her shrine. 

But, after all, the peculiar feature of Mr,

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Waxing a Floor. 

A correspondent wishes to know how 
floor: Take a pound of the best beeswax, cut it up 
into very smail pieces,and let it thoroughly dis- 
solve in three pints of turpe ntine, surriug OcCASION- 
ally if necessary. The mixture should be only a 
trifle thicker than the clear turpentine, Apply it 
with a rag to the surface of the floor, which should 
be smooth aud perfectly clean. Thisisthe difficult 
part of the work, forif you pr it on either toon Luc h 
or too little, a good polish will be impossible he 
right amount varies, leas bein re quired fora hard, 
close-grained wood, and more if the wood is soft or 
open-grained. Even professional ‘‘waxers’’ are 
sometimes obliged to experiment, nd novy- 
ices should always try a square foot or two 
first. Put on what you think will be enough 
and leave the piace untouched and unstepped on 
for twenty-four hours, or longerifneedful. Wheu 
itis thoroughly dry rubit with a hard brush un- 
tilit shines. If it polishes weli, repeat the process 
over the entire floor. If it does not, remove the 
Wax with fine sandpaper and try again, using more 
or less than before as may be necessary, and con- 
tinue your experimenting until you secure the de- 
sired result. If the mixture slow ia drying 
add a little of the common “‘driers’’ sold by paint 
dealers, japan for instance, in proportion of one 
part of the drier to six parts of turpentine. When 
the flooris a large one you may agreeab'y vars 
the tedious work of polishing by strappiog a bush 
to each foot and skating over It.
